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A Labor of Love 


HEN a man will patiently 
cachet thousands of cov- 
ers for collectors in all 
parts of the United 
States, taking care that 
each one is stamped as neatly as can 
be done with a rubber stamp, when 
he will handle thousands of letters 
with all kinds of freak requests, de- 
mands for special favors, pay postage 
due on short paid mail to him, try in 
every way to take covers that have 
been practically ruined before they 
reach him and try to return them in 


- presentable form, this is a “Labor of 


Love”, 


Such was the work of H. G. Trout, 
secretary of the Long Beach Stamp 
Collectors Club of Long Beach, Cali- 
fornia, in handling the cachet that this 
club sponsored for the Water Sports 
section of the Olympic Games on Au- 
gust 9th. Whether this work fell to 
the Secretary of the Club after the 
club had decided to sponsor the 
cachet for this event or whether Mr. 
Trout out of the bigness of his heart 
volunteered to handle the matter in 
order that it might be handled the way 
he knew it should be handled (for this 
was not his first cachet) is a matter 
that we can only guess at. 


One can see however, from the care 
and neatness with which he did his 
work that every effort was made to 
satisfy every collector that sent cov- 
ers for the event and there were in 
all, 9713 covers cacheted and mailed 
with the Olympic Water Sports cach- 
et, on August 9th. For six weeks 
prior to this date covers came to hirr 
from every corner of the country and 
from abroad, day after day for six 
weeks he carefully handstamped this 
vast volume of covers and on the last 
day after the last cover had been 
placed in the mail, the cachet was de- 
stroyed as such things should be de- 
stroyed. 

There are always some people who 
put off until tomorrow, what they 





should have done today and such was 
the case with this cachet and about 
sixty lots of covers came a day or 
more too late. Mr. Trout advised us 
that all such covers were being held

and would be put through on the next 
event from his neighborhood. 

There is always a lot of grief con- 
nected with the job of cacheting cov- 





ers for collectors. Too many collectors 
take unfair advantage of the man who 
is doing the work and ask favors that 
can not be granted without much time 
and usually some expense to the per- 
son doing the work. Many people 
request signatures of various person- 
ages such as the Mayor, postmaster 
or others. It should be obvious to 
anyone that to get such signatures 
one must make a trip to the City Hall 
or the Postoffice, call on these men 
and ask for these signatures. This 
can in some instances take a half 
day’s time besides costing for car or 
cab fare and no collector has any right 
to make such requests. In this vast 
lot of covers that Mr. Trout handled 
there were numerous cases of neglect 
in preparation of the covers and in 
every instance he did the best he 
could with what he had to work with. 
Some collectors even failed to put 
stamps on their envelopes to be cach- 
eted and returned to them, others 
folded their covers and tucked them in 
small envelopes to mail to him, thus 
ruining the cover as a folded and 
creased cover is not desirable, others 
wrote all over the face of the cover, 
leaving no place for the cachet. In 
such instances it was applied on backs 
of covers. Many were careless in 
sticking their stamps on their covers 
and he pasted them down. Numerous 
lots of covers came to him in parcels 
or letters bearing from 3c to 21c post- 
age due. Mr. Trout accepted and 
paid for all such letters and parcels 
and notified the senders in pencil on 
the back of their own covers. It is 
hoped that all who were so notified 
were good enough sports to foot the 
bills. 


Thus the trials and tribulations of 
a cacheteer (get that, a new word) 
are enough to make anyone swear 
“never again”. But not H. G. Trout. 
He is ready again to tackle a similar 
job just because he enjoys helping his 
fellow collectors. 
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WEBSTER STAMP NEWS 


Waldo Jewett of Portsmouth, N. H., 
sends a newspaper clipping which 
states that the Webster stamp was 
placed on sale Sept. 16th. This is no 
doubt a mistake such as newspapers 
are in the habit of making when they 
have occasion to print news about 
postage stamps. 

The Portsmouth Herald of Septem- 
ber 16 prints an interesting column 
about the forthcoming new stamp and 
illustrates a special cacheted envelope 
that was placed on sale there for use 
with the new Webster stamp when is- 
sued. The cachet was suggested by 
the Mayor of Portsmouth and was ap- 
proved by a special act of the City 
Council. Proceeds from the sale of 
the envelope will go to the unemploy- 
ment fund of the city.

clearer imprint, either the stamps or 
the handstamp has slipped a little and 
there you have almost a double. Since 
he catalog makers have wisely enough 
not given any additional value in 
double imprints made by handstamps 
I advise collectors to pick with care 
their double-print copies made by 
handstamps in order not to have ex- 
cess baggage in their collection.

ANCIENT MAIL PIROGUE 


Collectors in New Orleans will soon 
have an opportunity to gaze upon a 
relic of the early days of the U. S. 
Mail Service in America. A hundred 
and fifty year old dug-out which car- 
ried mail and the mail-man from one 
trading post to another on the Louisi- 
ana bayous is to be preserved and put 
on permanent display in New Orleans. 

It was the first one used in the Uni- 
ted States mail service and legend 
has it that the pirogue was pressed 
into service for the bold Lafittes and 
paddled by Dominick You. Rev. 
Chambon, dean of Plaquemines parish 
priests, recently presented the old 
boat to Albert L. Lieutaud, who ar- 
ranged for a permanent home for it 
in the side yard of the French Con- 
sulate, St. Charles and Philip Street 
in New Orleans.

to how you like your portrait on the 
2c stamp issued in your honor in 1930, 
and then something as to your career 
—something to encourage our young 
people in these days when patriotism 
is at such a low ebb. 

I dislike to hear you speak that 
way, lad. It is true that your people 
are feeling the depression badly, and 
that skies are dark, but the same 
thing is true the world over, and most 
of the other countries have not the 
magnificent resources and sturdy, in- 
domitable stock that you have to de- 
pend upon.

My father was an officer in the 
Prussian army, that hard school for 
soldiers. I entered the service at 14, 
served for 30 years, and eventually 
was on the staff of Fredk. the Great. 

Coming to America at the age of 
47, I offered my services and to my 
great delight was sent to Genl. Wash- 
ington at Valley Forge. The situation 
there you well know. Washington 
was struggling against fearful odds. 
His ragged, untrained and unkempt 
men were suffering for food and 
clothing, and all the heroic efforts of 
Washington could not make the Con-

gress provide for them. Yet Wash- 
,ington never lost faith or courage. 

He talked the situation over with 
‘me frankly and then made me his In- 
‘spector General. Charmed and de- 
jlighted with his great qualities, I did 
jmy best to aid him in making a real 
army of his soldiers, and gave them 
all there was in me. I did not issue 
;orders. I forgot rank and went per- 
sonally among the men. I showed 
them how to make a sanitary camp, 
how to pitch tents, how to handle 
their arms, how to drill—how to be 
real soldiers. I wrote out a textbook 
of drill and army regulations which 
is the basis of the present regulations. 
I talked to them of the noble Wash- 
ington and of their great cause. They 
caught fire and responded nobly, and 
so rose to carry on with the General 
to final victory. 

General Washington was exceed- 
ingly gracious to me and my humble 
efforts to aid him. Through his ef- 
forts I was made Inspector General of 
the Army. After the war I retired 
and lived on a grant of land given 
me by Congress, near Steubenville, 
N. Y., and there I passed on after 
happy years watching our great 
country develop.

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U. S. S. Akron 


We wonder how many remember 
the accident in which the two blue 
jackets lost their lives at Camp Kear- 
ny, Cal., on June 12th, 1932, as the 
U. S. Akron was moored on comple- 
tion of her Pacific Coast flight on 
which she carried so many of the col- 
lector’s covers. 

Two hundred blue jackets had hold 
of the lines dropped from the Akron 
and were swinging her into position, 
when a peculiar current of air caused 
the big ship to swing upward. All 
but three of the sailors let go of the 
ropes as they felt themselves leaving 
the ground, but three of these men 
clung to the ropes and had reached a 
dangerous height before they realized 
their situation. 

At a height of about 175 feet two 
of them, Robt. H. Edsall, of South 
Bend, Ind., and Nidel Henton, of 
Fresno, Calif., lost their grips and fell 
to the earth, being killed instantly, 
but one of them, Charles M. “Buddy” 
Cowort, 19, climbed up the rope until 
he reached a “toggle’—a cross bar of 
wood spliced between the ropes, where 
he calmly sat, until members of the 
crew could be spared to pull him 
through a hatch and into the airship. 

Commander Rosendahl related, “We 
came down nicely but as we neared 
the mast with the ground crew hang- 
ing on the ropes, we seemed to hit a 
cold air strata; and the Akron shot 
up.” He asked Cowort how it hap- 
pened and “Buddy” said “The of- 
ficers told me to hang on and I did— 
but when I heard them yell Let Go, I 
was so far up, I was afraid to turn 
loose.” 

The fact that he suffered nothing 
more than some blistered hands is 
perhaps due to the fact that Cowort 
is a boxer, which with his physical 
condition and “Fighter’s nerve” saved 
the day for him.
